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No  changes  or  modifications  in  the  County's  School  Health  Service 
Scheme  took  place  during  the  year,  although,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  hospital  and  specialist  treatment  had 
automatically  been  transferred  from  the  Education  Authority  to  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  and  the  prescribing  of 
spectacles  for  school  children  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  the  specialists 
previously  appointed  by  the  County  Council,  though  the  latter  were  no  longer 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  fees. 

The  Dental  Service  was  maintained  satisfactorily'-;  and  in  this 
respect  Rutland  was  better  off  than  many  larger  Counties  whose  Dental  Officers 
transferred  to  the  Health  Service. 

The  School  Nurse,  Mrs.  J.  Wright  S.R.N.,  resigned  at  the  end  of 
the  year  for  personal  reasons. 

The  sanitary  conditions  prevailing  at  many  of  the  schools  are 
unsatisfactory;  and  can  only  be  effectively  remedied  by  the  provision  of 
better  water  supplies  in  the  County  generally.

TREATMENT  OF  DEJECTS. 


Visual. 


Refraction  Clinics  were  hold  when  necessary  at  the  four  Secondary 
Schools  in  the  County:  Oakham,  Uppingham,  Gt.  Casterton  and  Cottesmore. 

During  the  year  six  sessions  were  held  and  60  children  examined.

Orthopaedic . 

These  were  referred  to  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Out-patient  Clinic 
at  the  Peterborough  Memorial  Hospital  as  formorly. 


CLEANLINESS, 

Regular  periodic  visits  were  made  to  the  schools  by  the  School 
Nurse  and  children  examined  for  cleanliness. 

The  parents  of  children  found  to  be  infested  were  visited  by  the 
School  Nurse  and  advised  how  to  deal  with  the  condition;  and  where 
necessary  suitable  cleansing  preparations  were  supplied  free  of  charge. 

It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  take  statutory  action  during  the  year. 

5266  examinations  were  made  by  the  school  nurse  during  1949 
for  cleanliness.  114  children  were  found  to  have  heads  infested  by  nits 
or  pediculi. 

Minor  ailments:  172  children  were  treated  by  the  School  Nurse  for 
miscellaneous  injuries  (e.g.  bruises,  sores,  chilblains  etc.)  Only  two 
cases  of  impetigo  were  treated  during  the  year. 


MILK  IN  SCHOOLS  SCHEME ..
